When ffns mnins and electric light 
plants fail to connect with the sum- 
mer home do not rely upon the 
kerosene lamp which may be carried 
about in the hand and is liable to be 
set down near a curtain by some 
careless maid or jruest.

injurious insecta and noxiooi weeds. 
While eecurinpr the support of the 
sportsmen, it benefits the farmer by 
increasing the species which are nse- 
ful to him and commands the inter- 
est of that ever-increasin(( class of 
persons who find health or recrea 
tion in observing or studying nature.

stance whereby fish in running 
streams; for the use of drng^j or 
other subsfance wh^^reby fish are 
sickened, intoxicated or killed, or 
the water poltuted or rendered unfit 
for use. It is unlawful to use dyn- 
amite or other explosive agent with 
intent to injure or catch fish, and if 
there is any one thing that will claim 
the attention of the commission in 
its activities it will be the apprehen- 
Rion and vigorous prosecution of the 
dynamiter whr» ruthlessly destroys 
thousands of f-mall fish by this bar- 
barous method."— From The State 
Journal, Frankfort.

Should Be Kept In Thrifty Cemlltien 
Without Laying on MimIi Ka^

The flr«t care of the brood bov 
Bhoiiid be to keop her in a thrifty coii- 
dltlon wittiout laying on much fat. A 
week or tea days before farrewing 
time put ker la a fattening pen apd 
\H ber get jKienstomed t» ber wir 
l«ed a little bran aMli 
mfal. which has a laxative effoct and 
makes farrowing easier. Scratching 
and petting a bow white feeding is 
time well spent, altbcugh it may seem 
rldicnlous to some, writes SMward B. 
Chalk In the Farmers' Mail and 
Breese. By treatment of this kind I 
have In ov.f wook inrucl fii oM row 
that looked liko a man l ater so I 
cotild hnndle hnr pigs. 

I prefer the bog cot or the Indlvld- 
oal hog house. While tke large hottse

is convenient and has other adran- 

tages, It Is hard to keep clean, and If 
a contagious disease breaks out the 
chances are that all the herd will 
take it. The bottom timbers of my 
hog cot are 2 by 6'b, placed up eight 
inches and made to lap oTer at the 
oomers, where a pbi holds them in 
place when set \ip. The top timbeni 
are 2 by 4'b, made In the same way. 
The dlmenBtons of the cot are 8 by 8 
feet, 6 feet high in fropt and 4^ 
feet at the back. I find that such a 
house can be built for 17. 

It is beat to make such a house of 
matched lomMr, but inoh boards a 
foot wide and wall battened are good 
I place a guard along the wall of eacb 
cot, a 2 by 6 that extends outward 
and is six or eight inches above the 
fioor. This protects the pigs from be- 
ing rolled on when they are young. I 
have five of these cots now and will 
build five more. They are eaaily kept 
dry 'and clean, may be moved about 
where wanted and when not in use for 
hogs may be used to house ehiekenr 
or calves.

Minnesota has a law framed along 

the lines of (ho Wisconsin measure. 

FeuUovlvania and L't;ih have adopt- 
ed similar laws and other statt s h.ivo 
restrictive measures under con:ridera- 
tion. 

The effect oi these laws is to make 
the OKpier of each non-registered stal- 
lion declare his horse a "grade." On 
handbills that are posters so that no 
one may ha deceived as .to hia pedl* 
gree. 

The situation abroad is very much 
better than in thia country. In fact, 
practically no scrub, grade or non- 
reglstersd stallloaa are used for pub- 
11s servlee. 

In the Investigations of this matter 
carried on by Dr. A. S. Alexander of 
Wisconsin it was found that of all 
the stallions in the state, 60 per cent, 
were grade stallions aad only 40 per 
cent, pure bred. 

Some of the specimen horses used 
for public service are remarkable ex- 
hibitions of wretchedly bad, run- 
down and diseased animals. The illus- 
trations are from photographs of a 
"Grade Hambletonian" and a "Grade 
Percheron," which traveled through- 
out the state for service. One Is 13.3 
bands in hei|^t aad weighs €50 
pounds, and he is not the worst In the 
lot, by any means.
